PAVING TRUST
BLAMED FOR
MOVEMENT

Propeity Owners in Alondra
Park Area Protest Move-
ment to Incorporate

Intimating  that I, J, - Oherer,
leading spirit’ of the Southwest
Protective assoclaticn, was in the
employ of the paving trust and
recoiving a substantial salary from
them, €. C. Blake of Cypress ave-
nue, expressed himselfl as strongly
opposed to the fneorporation move=
ment of the Alondrn Park arce at
a meeling of the anti-incorpora-
tionlsts held Monday ovening in
Giardena high school auditorium.

While  Blake disclaimed any
abllity as an orator and termed
himself “just a plain working man'
he made an address against incor-
poration, which apparently strong-
ly impressed his vudlence. e took
the position from the start that the
people themselves had initlated the
move to acquire Alondra Park and
defended the hoard of supervisors
for their actions. He made the
statement that ‘among the list of
names on the petition to dcquire
the park was that of F. J, Oberer.

‘fhe principal trend of his ad-
dress wap that he was fearful of
the proposed city falling into the
hands of the paving trust and
pointed to Hawthorne as the hor-
rible example, charging that street
paving was started there hefore
the contracts were signed and that
all the paving wai'done by one
concern.

In {he courge of his remarls he
stated that the large land owners
wore not in favor of incorporation
and that they could withdraw, from
the incorporated  district.  ‘This
statement was later corrected by
Chairman McNamara to the effect
that they could not withdraw . but
that the board of supervisors conld
eliminate them or restrict the
boundaries of the district.

Hlake said that 90 per cent of
the people here were working peo-
ple and that he’ was one of them
whd would hate {o he placed on
the board. of trustees and have d
paving trust thrust $15,000 or so
under his nose. He was fearful that
the temptation might bhe too greal.

M, B. McNamara of Moneta Gare
dens presided at Lhe meeting and
ruled it in -4 manner that precind-
ed auny possibility of the meeting
getting heyond control. He charged
that Alondra Park was being used
as a smoke sereen by the incor-
porationists and said that he had
conversed with Chairman McClel-
lan of the hoard of supervigors and
it was the intention of the county
to improve the park' with a play-
ground, golf course and by {and-
scaping It

He also ‘stated that
terviewed a Mr, Conwd
agent for the - Santa add,
and discouraged the idea that the
plivk could he established as an in-
dustrial aren ‘within s reasonable
time.
